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Campaigners’ joy as 
primary school saved 


THE threat of closure 
has been lifted from a 
primary school - but 
five middle schools are 
still facing the axe. 

Campaigners who have 
fought to save Newmarket’s 
Paddocks Primary School 
said they were “thrilled” by 
Tuesday’s announcement by 
Suffolk County Council that 
plans for a merger with 
another school had been 
dropped - for now 

Parents and pupils at the 
school have staged a protest 
march and a balloon launch as 
part of their campaign. The 
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children have also recorded their 
own CD with a plea to save the 
school which has been backed up 
with letters and pleas, written on 
paper plates, to county coun¬ 
cillors. 

District councillor Ruth Allen, 
one of the campaign leaders, 
said: “It is fantastic that it 
appears that the county council 
has been listening to the views of 
the public at last. Everyone at the 
school is absolutely thrilled.” 

But in the long-term, education 
chiefs have said there should be 
closer working between Paddocks 


and Houldsworth Valley primary 
school - the other school involved 
in the merger suggestion. 

However, the axe is still set to 
fall on Newmarket’s two middle 
schools, Scaltback and St Felix, 
together with two Mildenhali 
middle schools and one in 
Brandon, if the county council 
accepts recommendations due to 
be considered by its cabinet next 
week. 

St Felix, where pupils have just 
returned to the school site after a 
devastating fire in August, had 
been earmarked for early closure. 

But county council education 
chiefs have ruled that out and it 
is now due to close in 2012 along 
with the other middle schools in 
the Forest Heath district. 


The education authority wants 
to adopt a two-tier education 
system across the county because 
it says it will improve results. 

But in Newmarket parents, 
teachers and school governors 
have argued that the middle 
schools get good results and 
should be retained. 

There was less satisfaction 
with the county council’s consult¬ 
ation process in Newmarket. But 
there was more reaction from the 
town than from other areas. 

Cllr Patricia O’Brien, portfolio 
holder for children, schools and 
young people’s services, said she 
was disappointed that they had 
failed to convince parents that 
the change was for the best.

Raid at Burger King 


POLICE were yesterday continuing a 
search for robbers who stole cash 
from a fast food outlet. 

A pair of balaclava-clad raiders 
broke into the Burger King restaur¬ 
ant at the junction of Oaks Drive and 
Fordham Road in Newmarket at 
3.30am on Tuesday 
The restaurant was closed at the 
time and the raiders had unsuccess¬ 
fully tried to open the safe. But a 
member of staff arrived just before 
5am and was forced to open the safe 
and hand over the money 
Police have not revealed how much 
was stolen. 

The robbers ran off towards the 
nearby Studlands Park estate. The 
member of staff, who has not been 
identified, was unhurt. 

Officers were at the scene for most 
of the day but the drive-through 


restaurant reopened late in the 
afternoon after the raid. 

Det Sgt Carl Dye said: “We want to 
hear from anyone who may have been 
in the area around that time. 

“We also want to speak to anyone 
who may have seen any suspicious 
persons or vehicles near Burger King 
or in the nearby retail park between 
3.15am and 5am Tuesday morning. 

“Raised male voices were heard in 
the Homebase car park at around 
5am, before an unknown vehicle was 
heard to leave. The occupants of that 
vehicle may hold important 
information about the robbery and I 
would urge them to come forward.”

‘Make voices heard’ 

over lottery funding 


LOTTERY bosses met local 
organisation leaders to ask 
how the cash should be spent 
in future. 

A consultation event was held at 
Newmarket racecourse last Thursday 
to help the Big Lottery Fund decide 
how to spend its money for good 
causes for the next six years. 

The “Big thinking” event was one 
of a series being held all over the 
country 

In the East, grants totalling more 
than £131 million have been paid out 
to nearly 6,500 projects. 

Among the latest grants was £9,600 
towards a heritage trail walk in 
Linton and £10,000 to Ely District 
Stroke Club. 

Now the Big Lottery Fund is 
expecting to pay out more than 
£2 billion across the country in the 
period up to 2015. 

Big thinking, the fund’s public 
consultation, is running until the end 
of February, and is open to all 
individuals and organisations across 
the UK. 

Sir Clive Booth, UK chairman of 
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the Big Lottery Fund, said: “The 
financial turmoil of the past months 
has been unsettling for communities 
all over the UK. 

“All the indications are that it is the 
worst off who will be affected most. 
This makes our ‘Big thinking’ 
conversation even more important. 

“We want to hear from you how 
lottery funding can best benefit 
communities. Make your voices 
heard and help influence where Big’s 
lottery money goes.” 

Four organisations were involved 
in the consultation at Newmarket. 

They included Cambridge-based 
SpeakingUp, which has just started 
running sessions for young people 
with learning disabilities in 
Newmarket.

The consultation coincided with an 
announcement of grants totalling 
£262,000 from the fund’s Reaching 


Communities programme. 

Cambridge-based SpeakingUp 
received £155,128 for a new advocacy 
service for parents with learning 
difficulties. 

The scheme, running over three 
years, is for people involved in 
custody disputes. It will enable 
parents to navigate the complex 
network of services, to better under¬ 
stand legal terms and processes, and 
become more aware of their rights. 

Guidance and support will also be 
offered to improve parenting skills 
with the aim of keeping families 
together. 

Reiz Evans, SpeakingUp service 
manager, said: “Having children 
removed is a traumatising ordeal for 
a parent, but is something we see all 
too often for parents with learning 
difficulties. 

“We are delighted to receive this 
grant to ensure families have a voice 
and the support to really make a 
difference.” 

The Hertfordshire Practical 
Parenting Programme received 
£107,676.

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A 14-YEAR-OLD boy 
has admitted starting 
the fire which devast¬ 
ated a Newmarket 
school. 

The boy, who cannot be 
named for legal reasons, 
pleaded guilty to arson at St 
Felix Middle School when 
he appeared at Ipswich 
Crown Court on Friday 

The court heard that his 
admission was on the basis 
that he had not intended to 
completely destroy the 
Fordham Road school. 

Prosecutor Michael 
Crimp said: “We are not in a 
position to positively assert 
that it was his intention to 
burn the school down.” 

He said the prosecution 
was not intending to chall¬ 
enge the boy’s statement. 

Judge Neil McKittrick 


asked the probation service 
to prepare an “all options” 
report on the boy for a 
sentencing hearing at the 
court on February 13. 

In the meantime he 
ordered that the boy should 
remain remanded in the 
care of the local authority 

The boy has previously 


appeared before magistrates 
at the youth court in Bury 
St Edmunds. 

The magistrates had 
ruled that the case should 
go to the crown court. 

The blaze, on August 5, 
swept through the school 
buildings which later had to 
be demolished. 


The 375 pupils have just 
returned to the school site 
where prefabricated build¬ 
ings have been used to 
create a new school. 

The children, between the 
ages of nine and 13, had 
spent the previous four 
months dispersed in temp¬ 
orary buildings on three 
school sites.

Tax rise ‘will help 
pay for hall refit’ 


NEWMARKET Town Council 
has defended its decision to 
put up its tax by more than 25 
per cent. 

The council is putting up 
its share of the tax demand to 
help pay for a £1.5 million 
refurbishment of the town’s 
Memorial Hall as well as 
paying the running costs 
associated with the return of 
sporting activities to The 
Severals, the town’s central 
green. 

But Cllr Chris Turner, the 
mayor, said: “We feel it’s a 
small increase and equates to 
just 26p a week - less than the 
cost of a newspaper.” 

The increase will mean 
that an average band D 
householder will be paying 
£70.58 to the town council 
next year - a rise of £13.54 on 
the previous year’s rate. 

Cllr Turner and Cllr Jane 
Bailey the deputy mayor, said 
the tax rate would still be less 
than the nearby towns of 
Mildenhall and Brandon. 

Cllr Turner said: “We will 
be offering top quality indoor 
and outdoor facilities to 
enable all sections of the 
community to enjoy more 
activities.” 

The major expense will be 


paying off a public works 
loan of £500,000 which will 
help pay for the revamp of 
the Memorial Hall. 

The town council hopes 
that an, as yet, unnamed 
funder will provide the 
remainder of the cash for the 
work on the hall which is 
nearly 100 years old. 

Cllr Turner said it had 
been the council’s aim to 
improve the hall since it was 
“inherited” from Forest 
Heath District Council in 
1999. 

A further reason for the 
rise was the employment of 
an additional member of staff 
to deal with bookings for the 
hall, which is hoped to 
become a facility for the 
whole of the Forest Heath 
district and areas of Cam¬ 
bridgeshire around New¬ 
market. 

At the same time the 
council has earmarked 
nearly £10,000 towards total 
replacement of worn-out 
children’s play equipment in 
the Memorial Hall Gardens. 

The total cost of the work 
is expected to be around 
£200,000 and the council is 
intending to apply for grants 
to pay for most of it.

Chimney 
fires up by 
84 per cent 

CHIMNEY fires have increased in the 
cold weather. 

Figures released by the fire service 
show that in Cambridgeshire there 
were 35 chimney fires between 
December 12 last year and January 12. 

This compares with 19 the year 
before, an increase of 84 per cent. 

Now the fire service is urging 
residents using open fires to ensure 
they have their chimney swept 
regularly - at least once a year. 

A build-up of debris in the chimney 
can occur with any fuel, but in 
particular when the fuel is wood. 

When it burns, resin in the smoke 
can stick to the chimney sides and 
this can easily reignite. 

A fire service spokeswoman said: 
“Temperatures outside plummeted 
during this period, and this, coupled 
with the high cost of gas and 
electricity, has resulted in people 
using their open fires more frequently 
and for longer periods of time.”

Man, 22, jailed for 
drug dealing ‘error’ 


A MAN turned to drug 
dealing to pay off his 
debts, a court heard. 

Charles Steadman, 22, was 
arrested after police raided a 
house in Nat Flatman Street, 
Newmarket, and discovered a 
stash of cocaine. 

Steadman was jailed for two 
and a half years when he 
appeared at Ipswich Crown 
Court for sentence after 
admitting that he had a Class A 
drug with intent to supply 
Michael Crimp, prosecuting, 
said police with a warrant had 
searched Steadman’s then 
home on October 10 last year. 

Officers found a plastic 
container in a hole in a wall 


behind a cupboard in a 
dressing room, said Mr Crimp. 
Inside the container was 11 
wraps of cocaine and a set of 
scales. They also found £195 in 
cash. 

The court heard that the 
cocaine would have cost 
Steadman about £250 and he 
would have been able to sell it 
on for a total of £550. 

Mr Crimp said that Stead¬ 
man, who has since moved to 
his mother’s house in The 
Green, Ashley, was questioned 
and readily admitted poss¬ 
ession of the illegal drug. 

Steadman told police that he 
had acquired the cocaine on 
credit and was relying on 


selling it to friends to raise 
enough money to pay the 
unnamed man who had 
supplied it to him. 

Jeremy Kendall, in mitig¬ 
ation, said that Steadman had 
been trying to raise funds to 
pay back his mother who had 
taken out a loan to pay off his 
debts. 

Mr Kendall told the court: 
“He needed to get himself out 
of this financial hole.” 

Mr Kendall said that 
Steadman’s debts had caught 
up with him after he lost his 
job. 

The decision to deal in drugs 
to produce additional income 
had been a “terrible error”.

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Theft victim ‘glad 
fraudster’s in jail’

VICTIMS of an 
“utterly callous” 
fraudster say jus¬ 
tice has finally been 
done after she was 
jailed for three-and- 
a-half years. 

Dennese Hume, 64, 
was sent down for 
stealing £70,000 from a 
vulnerable woman with 
the mental age of seven. 

Her crime left the 
victim penniless and 
without a permanent 
home. 

Now Mike Moore, boss 
of business taxi firm 
Chauffeur Drive, has 
described how he 
suffered at the hands of 
the Great Shelford 
trickster. 

When the company 
was at its peak, em¬ 
ploying 50 people at its 
base in Saxon Way, 
Melbourn, Mr Moore 
employed Hume as a 
bookkeeper. 

Hume became a close 
friend of her boss and 
his wife, Cheryl, and 
even helped to organise 
their wedding, but then 
they discovered she had 
milked £30,000 from the 
company by signing 
cheques to herself. 

Hume was given a 
suspended prison sent¬ 
ence and was ordered to 
pay back just £3,500 
when the case came to 
court in 2007. 

She had admitted theft 
and false accounting. 

Mr Moore, 63, of Grove 
Gardens, Fordham, says 
he paid a far greater 
price. 

The Moores came 
close to losing their 
home, from where they 
now run the business, 
and are still paying off 
their losses. 

Mr Moore said: “I’m 
glad she’s gone down. 

“What she did to us 
was criminal but what

she did to this woman 
was completely morally 
wrong.” 

Mr Moore suffered two 
strokes which he bel¬ 
ieves were bought on by 
his business troubles. 

Mrs Moore, 57, said: 
“Her crimes had a dev¬ 
astating effect on us and 
will continue to do so.” 

Just as with the 
Moores, Hume befriend¬ 
ed her latest victim, in 
Hunstanton. 

She sold the woman’s 
bungalow for £120,000 
and made her live in a 
mobile home while she 
enjoyed foreign holidays 
and other luxuries. 

Hume, of Orchard 
Road, admitted theft and 
money laundering 
offences, but said she 
thought she was being 
paid for looking after 
her victim. 

At Norwich Crown 
Court, Judge Simon 
Barham told Mrs Hume 
her crimes were “utterly 
callous”. 



Hume’s husband 
Stephen, also 64, was 
jailed for a year after 
admitting money laund¬ 
ering offences. 

The ex-husband of the 
Humes’ daughter Emma, 
Giovanni Marasca, 44, of 
Queensway, Sawston, 
was given a suspended 
prison sentence after 
pleading guilty to money 
laundering.

CONTENDERS for the

Council refit 
going ahead 


MORE than 
£350,000 is being 
spent on a revamp 
at the offices of a 
council which may 
cease to exist in the 
next two years. 

Forest Heath District 
Council, which covers 
the Newmarket and 
Mildenhall areas, is one 
of seven in Suffolk 
which are likely to 
disappear as part of a 
review of council 
functions. 

Options for up to 
three new unitary 
councils have been 
discussed and the 
government’s Bound¬ 
ary Committee is due to 
submit its report in 
February 

Forest Heath has 
previously decided 
against a £3 million 
revamp for its offices in 
College Heath Road, 
Mildenhall. 

But it is still going 
ahead with work cost¬ 
ing more than £350,000. 
The total estimated cost 
does not include buying 
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new “more comfy” 
chairs for the 27 coun¬ 
cillors. 

The work includes 
£19,000 for a new staff 
room which was due to 
be completed this 
month. 

Around £230,000 was 
allocated for internal 
alterations in the offices 
to give each department 
a dedicated section of 
the building. 

The changes have 
been triggered follow¬ 
ing the “loss” of council 
staff as functions incl¬ 
uding housing, finance 
and leisure have been 
passed over to other 
organisations. Former 
council staff have now 
moved out leaving 
empty offices. 

New toilets and 
showers are being 
installed at a cost of 
around £52,000 and 
better heating controls 
are costing around 
£15,000. 


A contractor for the 
major work was due to 
have been appointed 
this month with work 
set to start almost 
immediately 

Members of the 
council’s community 
services have received 
an updated report on 
progress from Nigel 
McCurdy, the council’s 
strategic director (ser¬ 
vices), and Sallyanne 
Scott, project manager. 

In it they warned of 
the risk to staff morale 
“if these necessary and 
largely day-to-day 
‘business as usual’ 
works do not progress, 
with resultant adverse 
impacts on efficiency 
and staff retention”. 
The report also warned 
of a “risk of failure” of 
parts of the building’s 
structure or services if 
the work was not 
carried out. 

No decision has yet 
been taken on the new 
chairs for councillors as 
“specific requirements” 
have not been ident¬ 
ified.

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Trust in crime figures, 
police reassure public 


C RIME is down by 
3 per cent overall, 
the Home Office 
announced last week. 

But after the astonishing 
attack by Sir Michael Scholar, 
the UK’s national statistics 
boss, on the Government’s use 
of “premature, irregular and 
selective” knife crime figures, 
many will view the headline¬ 
grabbing figures with a healthy 
degree of scepticism. 

Do we trust last week’s 219- 
page report into crime and 
disorder, the assurances about 


falling crime by 
Cambridgeshire Chief 
Constable Julie Spence or our 
own personal experience in 
and around the county? 

A fresh row was brewing 
after it emerged the 
Government had asked 
18 police forces, including 
Cambridgeshire, Essex and 
Hertfordshire, to review their 
most serious violent crime 
offences. 

It follows claims in October 
that police forces were “under¬ 
counting” serious violent 
crimes by downgrading the

offences regardless of intent. 
Once the errors in miscounting 
were corrected, it saw serious 
crime jump by 22 per cent. 

Dr Vincenzo Scalia, senior 
lecturer in criminology at Anglia 
Ruskin University, said it was 
very easy for police forces to 
reclassify serious crime to 
show a fall in violent offences. 

He said: “What constitutes a 
violent offence can be very 
subjective. For instance, if a 
thief pushes a shopkeeper in 
the chest, that can easily 
become a robbery, rather than 
a theft. It’s not usual for police 
to reclassify crimes to fit their 
priorities and targets. 

“However, it can’t be pushed 
too far. If there is a moral panic 
about rising crime and figures 
do not show this, the statistics 
lose credibility. 

“But if crime is low and 


people are not scared of 
walking the streets, the 
community will accept these 
lower crime figures. It’s a matter 
of negotiation between the 
public and police as to what 
they can accept.” 

But Nick Clarke, from 
Cambridgeshire Police 
Authority, defended the force’s 
reputation, saying the 
miscounting had been entirely 
unintentional. He said: “This is 
a technical difference in 
categorising crime. For 
instance, if someone lunged at 
someone at a bar with a glass 
and missed that should be 
categorised as a ‘serious crime’ 
because of the intent, even 
though no-one was hurt. 

“The police have been 
ticking the wrong box, but are 
now going back and rigorously 
ticking the right ones. The 



numbers will be recounted, but 
they are not huge and certainly 
not in the hundreds.” 

A police spokeswoman 
insisted there had been no 
manipulation of crime figures. 

She said: “All violent crime 
has been recorded in 
Cambridgeshire, but revised 
guidelines clarifying how the 
figures are recorded, issued by 
the Home Office in April, have 
led to issues in relation to the 
interpretation of the violent 
crime categories. 

“The way crimes are 
categorised can depend, for 
example, on the type of injury 
resulting from an assault, and 
whether the attacker intended 
to seriously harm the victim. 

“For instance, an attack in a 
bar with a bottle or glass may 


not be regarded as being ‘with 
intent’ unless the bottle or glass 
are first deliberately broken. It is 
the need to include this kind of 
detail which can lead to certain 
crimes being recorded under 
the wrong category. 

“Widespread media reports 
have suggested violent crime is 
being under-recorded in 
Cambridgeshire and elsewhere, 
the suggestion being that crime 
figures have deliberately been 
manipulated to show a decline 
in violent crime. This is not the 
case.” 

An Essex police spokesman 
said: “Essex police is correctly 
recording violent crime.” 

Bedfordshire and 
Hertfordshire have also been 
asked to review their 
information procedures.

POLICE are urging 
families not to leave 
tools out in their 
gardens. 

The Cambridge¬ 
shire force is con¬ 
cerned that burglars 
come across them 
and use them to 
break into homes. 

Crime reduction 
officer, Pc Alison 
Jones, said: “Burglars 
generally don’t like to 
carry tools on them 
in case they get 
stopped by police, so 
they often target 


properties with doors 
unlocked or windows 
open. 

“Recent crime rep¬ 
orts are showing us 
that burglars also 
look for properties 
where tools that can 
be used to gain entry 
have been left in the 
garden.

□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller.

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity.

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New Scirocco taps G-force thrills

AH, remember the 
Scirocco? 

All shapely lines and 
sporty styling, Volkswagen’s 
cult coupe justifiably caused 
a stir when it was launched 
in 1974 - and by the time I 
was learning to drive in the 
late 80s, its sassy Mark II 
was causing quite a stir 
with me too, writes Emma 
Higginbotham. 

I had fantasies about 
screeching along in a 
graphite grey number, elbow 
sticking out of the window, 
Jason Donovan at my side . . 
. Sadly, as with most 
fantasies, it never came 
true. I could only afford a 
battered Ford Escort, and 
Jason Donovan’s only 
appearance was in my 
cassette player rather than 
on the passenger seat. But 
even now when I see a 
vintage Scirocco zooming 
around, I come over all 
warm and fuzzy. 


VW stopped making the 
model in 1993, but as of 
September last year, the 
Scirocco is back with a 
bang. Based on the Golf 
GTi’s platform and engine - 
but wider, longer and almost 
10 centimetres lower - the 
Mark III is being promoted 
as a practical sports car. 
And true enough, unlike its 
compact rivals it has four 
full seats and a decent-size 
boot. But looks-wise I’m not 
so sure. 

If I’m brutally honest, I 
was a wee bit disappointed 
when I first saw it. From the 
front it looks great; sleek, 
feline and ever-so-slightly 
menacing. But from the side 
it’s a bit, well, squat - more 
hatchback than coupe, and 
hardly reminiscent of its 
sporty predecessors. VW 
says its designers moved 
away from a traditional 
coupe-style sloping roof to 
allow more room for 


passengers in the back, but 
for my money they’ve 
sacrificed a smidgen of 
style - a feeling echoed by 
my boyfriend who, on 
seeing it for the first time, 
furrowed his brow and said: 
“Is that it?” 

But, once I’d sunk into the 
ridiculously-comfor table 
sculpted sports seat and 
pumped that accelerator, all 
was forgiven. It could’ve 
grown the back end of a 
Fiat Multipla and I wouldn’t 
have cared. 

Because put your foot 
down and, when your lips 
have stopped flapping with 
the G-force, they’ll settle 
into a big grin. This is one 
very fast car. Thanks to its 
2.0-litre TSI engine, the new 
Scirocco will accelerate to 
62mph in 7.2 seconds, and 
for the owner of a rather 
sluggish Mini One, that’s 
practically supersonic. 

It’s not all about the speed 
either. Inside, the Scirocco 
is nothing short of 
sumptuous. Electronic 
climate control means 
perfect interior temperature 
every time, its 12-way 
electrically-adjustable 
driver’s seat renders the 
phrase: “Ooh, me achin’ 
back” a thing of the past; 
and touch-screen satnav and 
audio controls only add to 


its deluxe appeal. It feels 
surprisingly spacious too, 
particularly as my model 
had a glorious panoramic 
sunroof (even though, given 
the bitter January weather, 
I didn’t actually open it). 

But for all the joys of 
driving it - and simply 
sitting in it - parking was a 
problem. Not because I’m 
female (I pride myself on 
my parking, I’ll have you 
know) but because the 
visibility is genuinely poor. 
The rear windscreen is little 
more than a sliver, and the 
large (non-detachable) 
headrests on the back seats 
don’t help. Add to that the 
infernal beeping of the 


parking sensors, and it 
made for some very sweaty, 
sweary manoeuvres. 

But do you know what? It 
just doesn’t matter. The new 
Scirocco may be a pain to 
park, but it’s an absolute 
pleasure to drive. Every 
time I climbed in, I was 
pathetically excited about 
the journey ahead, and 
given that my trips 
generally end at the office 
or at Tesco, that’s saying 
something.

PIPPED at the post for 
the 2009 European 
Car of the Year title, 
Ford’s Fiesta has just 
redressed the balance 
in the newly- 
announced What Car?

door, and the Mondeo 
Estate 2.0 TDCi Zetec. 

Perhaps the win, 
announced at a 
glittering ceremony at 
the Grosvenor House 
Hotel on London’s 
Park Lane, was made 
all the sweeter for 
Ford by the failure of 
the Vauxhall Insignia 
to merit even a 
mention in the 16 
What Car? categories.

We love 
the way it looks and 
the way it drives, but it 
stacks up as a shrewd 
buy, offering space 
and quality, while 
being affordable to buy 
and run.” 

John Fleming, 
chairman, Ford of 
Europe, adds: “This is 
tremendous news for 
the whole Ford team - 
the great British public 


made the new Fiesta 
the UK’s best-selling 
car in the closing 
months of last year, 
and this endorsement 
by What Car? will 
drive the new Fiesta to 
even greater success 
this year.” 

Jaguar’s XF, last 
year’s What Car? Car

THE supermini has long 
been seen as the most 
sensible option for 
consumers looking for a 
low-cost, value-for-money 
used car. 

But growing numbers of 
buyers are likely to be tempted 
by larger family models in 2009, 
according to EurotaxGlass’s. 

Last year, small cars stood out 
as being almost recession-proof 
on the second-hand market, with 
high levels of demand 
supporting good residual values. 

It is unlikely that this trend 
can continue, predicts 
Rushmore. 

“Used car buyers will find that 
many superminis are now being 
priced higher than lower and 
upper-medium vehicles of the 
same age. This is in response to 
strong demand for smaller 
vehicles over recent months, 
coupled with the drop in prices 
of bigger cars. 

“Therefore, consumers have a 
good opportunity to secure more 
car for their money in the family 
saloon sector. Buyers should be 
able to find a relatively high- 
specification vehicle for similar 
cost to that of a smaller 
alternative.” 


Finally, while there’s a lot of 
talk at the moment about how 
you can buy big 4x4s and luxury 
cars for next to nothing, the 
problem is these vehicles have to 
be fuelled and insured, says 
buyer advice website 
UsedCarExpert.com. 

Editor Matt Tumbridge, looks 
at three small cars with tiny fuel 
bills and miniscule insurance 
premiums, for very reasonable 
money: 

■ Citroen C2: “This tiny town 
centre assault vehicle is easy to 
live with.

Crackdown on 
uninsured cars 


TOUGH new powers to 
tackle the selfish 
minority of uninsured 
drivers who cost law- 
abiding motorists £400 
million each year were 
set out by Road Safety 
Minister Jim Fitz¬ 
patrick this week. 

The new measures will 
make it an offence to keep 
an uninsured vehicle - 
rather than just to drive 
when uninsured - making it 
easier to catch uninsured 
drivers and keep them off 
the roads. 

Mr Fitzpatrick said: “The 
selfish minority of drivers 
who refuse to insure their 
cars push up premiums for 
other motorists and kill or 
injure thousands of people 
each year. 

“Increased police powers 
already mean more than 400 
uninsured vehicles are 
seized every day but these 
tough new measures will 
leave uninsured drivers 
with nowhere to hide.” 

Under the new system: 

■ The DVLA will work in 
partnership with the 
insurance industry to 
identify uninsured vehicles 

■ Motorists will receive a 
letter telling them that their 
vehicle appears to be unin¬ 
sured and warning them 


that they will be fined 
unless they insure it within 
a set period 

■ If the keeper fails to 
insure the vehicle they will 
be given a £100 fine 

■ If the vehicle remains 
uninsured - regardless of 
whether the fine is paid - it 
could then be seized and 
destroyed. 

Uninsured driving adds 
around £30 a year to every 
motorist’s insurance 
premium - amounting to 
more than £400 million a 
year in additional 
premiums. It is also 
estimated that uninsured 
and untraced drivers kill 
160 people and injure 23,000 
every year. 

The Government has 
already given the police 
powers to seize and destroy 
vehicles being driven 
uninsured, along with 
improved access to the 
Motor Insurance Database 
to enhance their capability 
to detect uninsured driving 
by using Automatic 
Number Plate Recognition 
(ANPR) equipment. Police 
removed around 150,000 
vehicles in 2007 - more than 
400 a day. 

Last year a new offence of 
causing death by driving 
while unlicensed, dis¬ 
qualified or uninsured was 
introduced.
